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DOT  EMERGENCY  RESPONSE 
GUIDEBOOKS 

The  Department  of  Transportation 
(DOT)  has  informed  us  that  the  1990 
version  of  the  DOT  Emergency 
Response  Guidebooks  (ERG)  will  be 
approved  for  distribution  at  the  end  of 
July  1990.  This  means  we  cannot 
expect  the  books  in  Montana  until 
sometime  in  August. 

We  would  like  to  make  state-wide 
distribution  as  we  did  for  the  1987 
version.  Local  Disaster  and  Emergency 
Services  coordinators  will  be  asked  to 
supply  local  response  agencies  and 
State  DES  will  supply  State  agencies. 
DOTs  policy  of  one  ERG  per  response 
vehicle  is  still  in  effect  (which 
translated  means  the  books  are  in 
short  supply).

SURVIVABLE  CRISIS  MANAGEMENT 

It's  been  a  slow  year  for  FEMA 
acronyms,  but  they're  beginning  to 
make  up  for  it.  A  brand  new  term 
has  leapt  into  the  vocabulary  of  the 
average  FEMA-ite,  SCM. 

SCM  combines  elements  of 
emergency  planning,  continuity  of 
government  (CoG),  communications  and 
warning,  and  what  was  once  called 
crisis  relocation.  The  programs  are 
being  coordinated  to  contribute  to  the 
survival  of  government  during  and  after 
a  major  disaster.  Implementation  of 
SCM  hinges  on  a  proposal  submitted  to 
FEMA  identifying  how  Montana  intends 
to  accomplish  SCM. 

The  Montana  Survivable  Crisis 
Management  Proposal  defined  several 
work  efforts.  The  most  important  is 
the  writing  of  the  SCM  plan  that 
defines  how  the  different  programs 
mesh,  the  time  frame  during  which  SCM 
efforts     will     take     place,     the     funding 


requirements  and  how  this  effort  will 
be  coordinated. 

The  proposal  suggested  that 
Montana  Code  Annotated  be  reviewed 
to  identify  which  elements  of  continuity 
of  government  are  currently  addressed 
in  state  law.  The  areas  of  particular 
concern  are  lines  of  succession  for 
elected  officials  and  pre-delegation  of 
authority  for  positions  with  emergency 
management  responsibilities. 

The  communications  requirements 
for  SCM  may  prove  the  most  useful 
day-to-day.  The      transportable 

communication  package  destined  to  be 
developed  as  part  of  SCM  in  Montana 
may  provide  a  mobile  communications 
facility  that  can  be  set  up  for 
operation  anywhere  in  the  state  for  use 
during  any  disaster  or  emergency. 

Another  portion  of  the  SCM 
concept  is  the  identification  and 
upgrade  or  development  of  a  minimum 
of  three  alternate  state  EOCs.  These 
emergency  operation  centers  can  be 
located  in  existing  buildings,  however 
they  must  be  located  in  an  area  defined 
as  non-blast/low  risk  in  NAPB-90.  The 
facility  will  house  a  pre-identified 
EOC,  sleeping,  cooking  and  eating 
facilities  as  well  as  equipment  to 
support  emergency  operations  from  that 
location. 

This  is  a  very  long-term  project, 
as  funding  for  the  various  elements  of 
SCM  are  50/50  match.  In  several 
cases,  normal  state  and  local 
expenditures  may  be  used  to  provide 
the  match.  Several  other  federal 
programs  (EOC,  DC&W,  for  instance) 
are  giving  SCM  elements  funding 
priority.

The  project  has  a  small  grant 
from  the  Office  of  Foreign  Disaster 
Assistance  (OFDA),  Agency  for 
International  Development  (Dept.  of 
State).

developed  in  dBase  III +.) 

OFDA's  mandate  is  "to  save  lives 
and  alleviate  the  human  suffering 
caused  by  natural  and  man-made 
disasters..."  To  that  end  the  U.S. 
"provides  assistance  for  the  relief  and 
rehabilitation  of  people  and  countries 
affected  by  such  disasters."  Three  of 
OFDA's  goals  are  of  particular  interest 
to  this  project: 

>  approach  disasters  by  integrating 
development  concepts  into  relief 
activities. 

>  improve  the  training  of  OFDA 
staff  and  of  relief  workers  in 
other  countries. 

>  develop  a  plan  to  encourage 
U.S.  government  agencies,  private 
industry,  and  international 
organizations  to  integrate  disaster 
mitigation,  preparedness  and  relief 
principles  into  their  projects. 

The  GWU  project  staff  are  looking 
for  appropriate  persons  to  add  to  the 
KPDB.  We  are  interested  in  specialists 
engaged  in  planning,  management, 
research  or  other  aspects  of  preparing 
for  or  coping  with  disasters  or  with 
existing  and  potential  hazards.  Please 
contact  us  if  you  are  interested  in 
being  included  or  have  names  for  us  to 
consider.

THE  EMERGENCY  INFORMATION 
SYSTEM 

The  Montana  Disaster  and 
Emergency  Services  Division  has 
purchased  and  installed  the  Emergency 
Information  System,  more  commonly 
referred  to  as  EIS.  The  EIS  is  a 
computer  program  which  will  assist  the 
State  DES  office  in  all  phases  of 
emergency  management. 


The     EIS    will    enhance     our    ability 


to: 


-  Log,  display  and  track  all  types 
of  natural  and  technological  emergency 
events; 

-  Quickly  find  emergency 
resources; 

-  Compile  and  print  out  damage 
assessment  reports; 

-  Display  large-scale  maps  of 
evacuation  routes  and  traffic  control 
points; 

-  Identify  and  geographically 
analyze  hazardous  areas; 

-  Alert  staff  and  experts  to 
emergency  conditions; 

-  Display  and  monitor  Standard 
Operating  Procedures. 

The  actual  implementation  of  the 
EIS  into  the  State  DES  operations  will 
be  a  fairly  lengthy  process  because  of 
the  time  needed  for  data  input  and 
system  familiarization  by  the  State 
staff.  We  hope  this  system  will  help 
increase  the  State  government's  ability 
to  plan  for,  respond  to,  and  recover 
from  emergencies  or  disasters.

FEMA  has  been  given  $800,000  in 
FFY  1990  to  award  matching  grants 
(50/50)  to  interested  states  for 
enhancing  existing  state  and/or  local 
urban  search  and  rescue  capability 
through  training  and  acquisition  of 
equipment.  Teams  will  be  multi- 
disciplinary,  composed  of  experts  in 
the  search,  rescue,  medical,  and 
technical  aspects  of  emergency 
response. 

To  be  eligible  for  funding,  a  team 
must  have  an  official  sponsor,  meet 
applicable  standards,  be  recommended 
by  the  state  emergency  management 
agency,  sign  a  memorandum  of  agree- 
ment, and  be  approved  by  FEMA  for 
inclusion  in  the  national  inventory. 

The  agreement  will  spell  out  the 
particulars  for  team  mobilization  and 
deployment.  When  activated  under  a 
presidential  disaster  declaration,  team 
members  will  become  part  of  FEMA's 
cadre  of  Disaster  Assistance 
employees,  under  the  operational 
control  of  the  Department  of  Defense. 

Structure  of  US&R  Task  Force 

-  Disaster  urban  search  and 
rescue  capability  should  be  distinguished 
from  wilderness  Search  and  Rescue,  but 
it  should  draw  on  relevant  skills  and 
resources. 

-  The  national  US&R  system 
should  be  based  on  the  Incident 
Command  System  (ICS)  in  order  to 
provide  compatible  organizational  and 
management  structures.  US&R 
personnel  and  equipment  will  be 
organized  using  a  Task  Force  approach. 

-  The  standard  US&R  Task  Force 
should  be  an  integrated  unit 
representing  the  following  functional 
components: 

>  Management  (command  and  control) 

>  Search  (including  dog  handlers) 


>  Rescue  (including  specialists) 

>  Medical  (including  doctors  and 
paramedics) 

>  Technical  (including  structural 
engineers,     heavy     rigging     specialists 
and  hazardous  materials  specialists) 

-  The  following  interim  criteria 
were  established  for  a  Task  Force.  The 
task  force  will: 

>  Consist  of  50  members  with 
equipment; 

>  Be  self-supporting  for  72  hours; 

>  Work  in  12-hour  shifts; 

>  Be  able  to  respond  within  nine  hours 

of    the    incident    utilizing    Department    of 
Defense  airlift; 

>  Consist  of  personnel  who  are  multi- 
functional     and     cross-trained,     using 
standardized  training  and  equipment; 

>  Be  provided  some  management  and 
support    by    the     requesting    jurisdiction, 
initially,     with     a     Task     Force     being 
resupplied  within  72  hours; 


-     The     initial    goal

HEAVY  URBAN  SEARCH  AND  RESCUE 

Heavy  Urban  Search  and  Rescue  is 
bringing  together  of  the  resources  in 
the  United  States  to  conduct  urban 
search     and     rescue     activities,     to     save 


lives  of  individuals  trapped  in  collapsed 
buildings  as  the  result  of  catastrophic 
events,  such  as  an  earthquake  or  other 
natural  disaster. 

The  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (FEMA)  is  taking 
the  initial  steps  to  establish  the 
components  of  a  national  US&R  system. 
The  system  will  ultimately  include  an 
inventory  of  urban  search  and  rescue 
resources  (both  personnel  and 
equipment);  uniform  standards  for 
personnel  and  equipment;  and  standard 
operating  procedures  to  facilitate  the 
development  of  this  capability. 

FEMA,  Region  8,  in  cooperation 
with  Colorado,  Montana,  Utah,  and 
Wyoming,  is  in  the  developmental  stages 
of  creating  an  Urban  Heavy  Rescue 
Disaster  Task  Force. 

Under  the  Plan  for  Federal 
R^pnnse  to  fl  ratastrnphic  Earthquake, 
the  Department  of  Defense  is  the  lead 
agency  for  providing  federal  response 
capabilities  and  resources  for  urban 
search  and  rescue.  Because  of  its  ties 
to  the  State  and  local  emergency 
management  community,  FEMA  has 
agreed,  along  with  the  Department  ot 
Defense  and  a  number  of  professional 
response  organizations,  to  help  organize 
a  national  urban  search  and  rescue 
system. 

A    major    component    of    the    overall 
system    will    be    a    national    inventory    ot 
existing    state     and     local    urban    search 
and     rescue     resources-including     both 
personnel    and    equipment.        To    facilitate 
establishment     of     this     inventory, 
minimum     personnel     and     equipment 
standards    will    be    adopted    for    interim 
qualification,    while     work    proceeds     on 
developing    final    standards.        Both    the 
interim    and    final    standards    will    provide 
a   means    for    assuring   that    there    is    some 
common     level     of     expertise     among 
teams  throughout  the  country. 


What  if  (as  a  result  of  the  above 
development)  the  Emergency 
Management  Institute  (EMI)  curriculum 
is  revised  to  complement  new  training 
needs?  Why  not  an  EMI  that  will 
encompass  consolidation  of  many 
separate  Federal  agency  training  efforts 
currently  in  being  at  different 
locations,  but  with  the  exception  of 
those  that  deal  with  specialties  (i.e.: 
FBI,  DEA,  etc.)?  With  FEMA  as  the 
FEDERAL  INCIDENT  MANAGER,  an 
EMI  which  presents  a  menu  of  courses 
attended  by  a  number  of  Federal 
agencies,  along  with  state/local/private 
industry  and  military  participants  -  will 
enhance  the  overall  teamwork  effort. 

What  if  adherence  to  "how  we 
used  to  do  things"  is  adjusted  to 
address  current  domestic  disaster 
needs,  and  recent  world-wide  events? 
Can  FEMA  and  the  States  jointly 
formulate  a  way  to  shift  gears  in  the 
near  future  to  meet  needs  as  a  result 
of  changing  times?  The  crystal  ball 
indicates  this  is  needed  and  will  be 
done  because  application  of  lessons 
learned  must  be  immediate. 

The  80's  have  established  a  solid 
foundation  for  emergency  management 
to  progress  to  a  higher  plateau  in 
terms  of  roles  and  program  emphasis 
during  the  next  decade.  This  plateau 
may  expand  the  need  for  more  State 
and  local  government  financial  support 
to  compliment  FEMA  funding.  The 
crystal  ball  reflects  a  progressive  and 
rather  exciting  decade  of  the  90's 
which  will  prepare  us  for  a  new  era  of 
the  21st  century.

In  1974,  the  Defense  Civil 
Preparedness  Agency  issued  a  purge 
order  for  the  removal  of  all  ether 
from  the  Package  Disaster  Hospital 
kits.  Everyone  assumed  the  order  had 
been  successfully  carried  out,  until 
several  potentially  explosive  canisters 
were  located  at  various  sites  in  the 
State  of  New  York. 

If  any  ether  canisters  are  found, 
they  should  be  disposed  of  by  trained 
hazardous  materials  personnel. 

If  you  are  aware  of  ether 
canisters  in  Package  Disaster  Hospital 
kits  still  in  Montana,  please  notify  your 
district  representative  or  the  Helena 
DES  office.

HICA/MYDP  NAME  CHANGE 

HICA/MYDP  has  been  renamed  and 
is  now  known  as  CHIP,  the  Capability 
and  Hazard  Identification  Program.  The 
database  itself  remains  unchanged,  and 
the  absence  of  the  "MYDP"  does  not 
mean  that  this  section  has  been 
eliminated.  The  name  was  changed 
simply  to  eliminate  an  acronym  that  has 
proved  troublesome  in  the  past. 


Response  Commission,  as  required  by 
Title  III  of  the  Superfund 
Reauthorization  and  Amendment  Act 
(SARA). 

The  Threshold  Planning  Quantity, 
which  must  be  reported  to  the  local 
fire  department  and  the  LEPC,  is  500 
pounds.  The  district  had  about  1,000 
pounds  in  three  containers. 

Fortunately,  the  acrolein  tanks 
were  not  in  the  fire.  There  was  no  loss 
of  the  chemical  nor  was  anyone  injured 
at  the  fire. 

Acrolein  is  four  times  more  toxic 
than  methylisocyanate  (the  chemical 
that  caused  the  Bhopal,  India,  tragedy, 
which  killed  thousands  of  people.) 
The  evacuation  distance  for  a  leak 
from  one  370-pound  tank  of  acrolein  is 
five  miles. 

The  chemical  is  used  by  many 
irrigation  districts  in  the  state,  and  all 
DES  coordinators  are  advised  to  check 
with  their  district  to  ensure  that  the 
EPA's  reporting  requirements  have  been 
met.  An  emergency  response  plan  must 
be  written  for  a  site  if  it  has  more 
than  500  pounds  of  acrolein.  The  plan 
should  be  written  by  the  LEPC,  the 
local    fire    department    and    the    irrigation 

district.

FAREWELL,  80's!  HELLO,  90's!

May  I  indulge  in  gazing  at  the 
crystal  ball  of  the  90's  and  share  with 
you  a  few  of  the  "what  ifs"  that 
appear,  though  some  of  the  images  are 
kind  of  blurred? 

What  if  FEMA  was  given  a  refined 
direction  by  Congress  in  the  following 
manner?  FEMA  becomes  the  "FEDERAL 
INCIDENT  MANAGER"  for  all  natural 
and  technological  disasters.  FEMA 
serves  as  the  response  CZAR  It  will 
coordinate  all  out-of-state  private 
assistance  and/or  Federal  and 
international  resources,  along  with 
meeting  its  assigned  disaster  response 
public/individual  assistance  duties. 
FEMA's  entire  National  and  Regional 
staffs  will  be  trained  to  fulfill  this 
role.  Various  program  jurisdictional 
characteristics  become  secondary  in 
terms  of  priorities.  State  staffs  will  be 
similarly  trained  because  the  State  will 
be  in  overall  charge  of  the  disaster 
with     FEMA's     assistance.  When 

catastrophic  disasters  (i.e.:  Hurricane 
Hugo  and  San  Francisco  earthquake) 
occur  in  the  90's,  there  would  be  a 
high  level  of  confidence  in  a  more 
quick  and  organized  concept  of 
operations  which  allows  for  expedient 
applications  of  resources. 

What  if  FEMA  was  able  to  secure 
a  national  mutual  aid  agreement  where 
all  50  Governors  would  be  signatories 
to  a  single  document  approved  by 
Congress,  which  addresses  general 
commitments  regarding  assistance  that 
will  cover  a  variety  of  disasters?  This 
accomplishment  would  help  FEMA 
accomplish  its  new  FEDERAL  INCIDENT 
MANAGER  role.  Also,  this  national 
mutual  aid  agreement  would  serve  as  a 
foundation  of  understanding  upon  which 
procedures  can  be  developed  FEMA 
region-wise  to  identify  and  apply 
resources  in  an  orderly  fashion  when 
needs  arise. 


ADMINISTRATOR'S  MESSAGE 

The  "Plan  of  the  Nineties"  is 
underway!  In  response  to  a  cabinet 
briefing  delivered  on  March  16,  the 
first  in  a  series  of  planning 
conferences  was  held  on  May  10  in  the 
State  Emergency  Operations  Center. 
Representatives  designated  by  their 
Department  Directors,  District  III 
Representative  Jim  Anderson,  Lewis  & 
Clark  County  Coordinator  Paul 
Spengler,  and  State  DES  staff  were  in 
attendance.  The  ultimate  goal  of  this 
comprehensive  process  will  be  a 
revision  of  the  1990  State  Emergency 
Operations  Plan  that  will  include 
greater  involvement  by  all  levels  of 
government,  business,  and  private 
relief  organizations. 

This  well-  attended  session 
discussed  the  importance  of  input  into 
the  plan  by  those  who  will  ultimately 
be  responsible  for  its  implementation. 
The  State  Planning  Group  was  briefed 
on  the  planning  process,  legal 
responsibilities,  and  the  Emergency 
Information  System  (EIS)  Automated 
Resource  and  Response  software 
recently  installed  in  the  State  EOC 

In  many  respects,  the  Montana 
plan  is  an  evolution  of  the  Alabama 
SEOP,  the  FEMA  model  for  survivable 
crisis  management.  This  format  was 
selected  because  it  provides  all  of  the 
essential  elements  necessary  to  cope 
with  a  catastrophic  disaster.  Within 
this  context,  planning  group  members 
were  asked  to  assign  personnel  from 
their  departments  to  functional  working 
groups  to  draft  actual  annexes  to  the 
new     plan:  Warning     &     Increased 

Readiness;  Fire  and  Rescue; 
Communications;  Health,  Medical,  and 
Mortuary  Services;  Emergency  Public 
Information;  Radiological      & 

Technological  Protection; 
Transportation;  Engineering /Public 
Works;  Evacuation;  Shelter;  Economic 
Affairs;         Food    Distribution;        Military 


Assistance;  Emergency  Social  Services;  a 
Energy  and  Utilities;  Legal  and  Law  ™ 
Enforcement;  and  Damage  Assessment. 

An  exercise  in  assigning 
responsibilities  to  a  matrix  gave  those 
involved  a  good  grasp  of  the 
complexities  of  assigning  primary  and 
support  tasks  to  departments  and 
agencies. 

Due  to  the  critical  nature  of 
communications  in  emergency 
management,  the  communications  annex 
is  our  first  priority.  Carl  Hotvedt, 
Chief  of  the  Telecommunications  Bureau 
of  the  Department  of  Administration 
will  chair  this  working  group  with 
technical  assistance  being  provided  by 
Homer  Young  and  a  member  of  the 
State  Planning  staff.  This  working 
group  is  scheduled  to  convene  in  mid- 
June. 

The  next  meetings  of  the  planning 
group  are  scheduled  for  July  12  and 
September  13.  A

ACROLEIN  HAZARD  IDENTIFIED

The  Lewis  &  Clark  County  Local 
Emergency  Planning  Committee  (LEPC) 
issued  a  notice  of  violation  to  the  EPA 
on  April  30  concerning  the  extremely 
toxic  substance  Acrolein,  inhibited, 
(ID#1092)  stored  by  the  Helena  Valley 
Irrigation  District.  The  herbicide, 
which  is  used  to  kill  moss  in  water, 
was  discovered  by  the  West  Valley  Fire 
Department  on  April  14,  as  it  put  out  a 
fire  in  a  storage  shed  that  contained 
the  chemical.  The  storage  site  is  about 
one  mile  north  of  Helena.
